Goorge'a Church — .'.ucb aa • turning to tho 
East,' the traiuod responuca of the Choir, and 
the chor.il eervicos, — ihti-o inuovatioua being 
calculuiod to produce dit-quiotude among tho 
congregation ; tbat tbe vestry approve of tha 
proposed Canon relaiive to vestmeniu, lurni- 
luro, und tho colobration of rliviue sorvioo ; 
und further, Ihat in v ew of rueunt deeisiona 
in rej^atd to the wllerod alaio ol iho I hurch 
in tbo Colonies, und tbo necessity ol eecuiiog 
the co-operulioii ol the laity, it was ino.tpe* 
diont that thu congregations ehould he with- 
out any voice in tbo appointmect of their 
mi. istcr, and tbe veslry would, therefore, ro« 
quest their lay reprosentulivea in Synod to' 
• ecuro to each (laiish the privilcgo of rc- 
corninoadii:^ tor ap[i!iintmoiil. Dean Lyatcr, 
who occupied. tho chair, rnleil that lliH vcslry 
had no ri^ht to take up the iuibjecis enibraccd 
in thoso resolutioua, and bolioving tbeni to 
bn out of order, bo declined to put ihum to 
the meeting, A simple motion lu |io8ip no
